Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


Mr. Leonard Grybko, Chairman 
Frontier Regional School Committee 


Dear Mr. Grybko: 


I am pleased to submit to you my annual report as Super- 
intendent of Frontier Regional School District. 


SCHOOL LIBRARIES 


The school library is becoming increasingly more vital in 
the educational life of students, teachers and administrators. 
It is the most convenient and reliable source on which an in- 
dividual may rely for the increase of knowledge, for the pur- 
suit of literary enjoyment, and as a source of statistical in- 
formation. Students are taught library skills to assist them in 
becoming self-sufficient in the effective use of library facili- 
ties. In many schools the library is also the resource area for 
audio-visual material that is very necessary and important in 
today’s modern school curriculum. 

In the Frontier library, there is a total of 4,137 titles, 
the major portion of them having been purchased since 1961. 
Title II funds were used to purchase 475 of the above total. 

Quantitative standards to be achieved over a reasonable 
period of time are as follows: (a) a minimum of at least ten 
books per pupil; (b) general magazine collection of approxi- 
mately 120 titles, (c) three to six daily newspapers; (d) ex- 
tensive collection of pamphlets covering a wide range of sub- 
jects; and (e) a collection of professional books for faculty 
use. 


FEDERAL FUNDS 


Frontier Regional has continued to participate in various 
projects approved for Federal funding. During 1967, projects 
have been approved in the fields of science, geography, speech 
and developmental reading, modern foreign language and gui- 
dance for the total amount of $6,775.32 and the amount of 
reimbursement to be received will approximate $3,571. 

Reimbursements for 1967 on other similar projects 
totalled $3,786,73. Additional outright grants under P.L. 88- 
210 and Title II totalled $3,170.66, making the total amount 
of funds received $6,957.39. 


MUSIC 

This year, beginning in September, we were able to em- 
ploy a vocal music teacher and offer general music to the stu- 
dents in both grades seven and eight. There is a present na- 
tion-wide trend to coordinate the field of music with the hu- 
manities. With growth in the number of qualified faculty 
members of the music department, we are increasingly able to 
emphasize this relationship between music and the other fields 
of art, science, social studies and language. 

The instrumental phase of the music area continues to 
receive much attention. An event long to be remembered by 
many of the participants was the trip to St. Petersburg, Flo- 
rida, where the band participated in the Forty-Sixth Annual 
Music Festival of States. In addition to this major undertak- 
ing, the band performed in a total of fifty-two engagements, 
the most important ones being the Eastern States Exposition, 
Governor Volpe’s Inaugural Reception, National North-South 
Lacrosse Game at the University of Massachusetts, and the 
Conway Bicentennial Parade. 


GUIDANCE 


Today’s society makes it more necessary to continue one’s 
education beyond the four-year secondary program in both 
the technical and professional fields. The future plans of the 
graduating class of 1967 that totalled ninety-seven students 
were as follows: 


Four-year college 37, or 38.1% 
Two-year college 19, or 20% 
Nursing 3, or 8% 
Technical or Business Schools 11, or 11.8% 
Military service 4, or 4.1% 
Labor market 20, or 20.6% 
Undecided 2, or 2% 
Exchange student 1, or 1% 
STAFF 


Unfortunately, during this year we had six vacancies, 
many of them in the major subject fields that have 
experienced a critically short supply of teachers. This year 
has been the most critical one I have experienced during my 
sixteen years as a school administrator. Some appointments 
were not made until late in the summer months. 
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Resignations were received from the following: Mrs. 
Patricia Lowe, Mrs. Patricia Georgantas, Mrs. Martha Pos- 
kas, Mr. David Ashenden, Mr. Roger Randall, Mr. Thomas 
Sullivan, and Mrs. Marjorie Burnham (part time). Mr. Gor- 
don T. Valiton was granted a leave of absence to work on his 
Master’s Degree at the University of Maine. 

Mrs. Gladys Wells resigned from the cafeteria staff and 
Mrs. Hildegarde Page retired. 

Appointments were as follows: Mrs. Jeanne H. Bell, 
graduate of Smith College, with one year of teaching experi- 
ence; Miss Patricia Pavelesyk, recent graduate of the Univer- 
sity of Massachusetts; Mrs. Harriet Rozwenc, graduate of 
Smith College; Mrs. Sharon Wilkes, recent graduate of the 
University of the Americas, Mexico City; Mrs. Ruth Bohrer 
(part time), graduate of Mount Holyoke College, with a Mas- 
ter’s Degree from the University of Connecticut and seven 
years’ experience; Mr. Howard J. Barnard, graduate of the 
University of Connecticut and presently enrolled in the Mas- 
ter’s program at the University of Hartford; Mr. Andrew 
Rohrs, graduate of Elon College, North Carolina, with two 
years’ experience; Mr. Jon Kallio, recent graduate of the Uni- 
versity of Massachusetts; Mr. M. Conrad Lanoue, graduate of 
Springfield College; and Mr. Gordon Tibbetts, recent grad- 
uate of the University of Massachusetts. Mrs. Helen Galenski 
was appointed to the cafeteria staff. 


STATE PLAN FOR REGIONALIZATION 

As a result of the petitions of Hatfield and Conway to 
the State Department for school facilities, the Advisory Com- 
mittee on Unions and Regions of the State Department of 
Education advised that the following delineations represent 
the best solution from both an educational and economical 
viewpoint: 

“1. The towns presently in Union 38 (Conway, Deerfield, 
Sunderland and Whately), the town of Hatfield, and the 
Frontier Regional School District should join together to ~ 
form one K-12 regional organization. This can be accom- 
plished by amending the Frontier agreement to include all 
grades and the admission of Hatfield to the Frontier Regional 
School District. 

2. Once organized, this new district should seriously con- 
sider as the best solution to its educational problems the fol- 
lowing district structure: 


A. The present elementary schools in Hatfield, South 
Deerfield and Old Deerfield be utilized as primary 
K-3 elementary buildings. This utilization should have 
Whately children attending the Hatfield school and 
Conway and Sunderland children attending the school 
in South Deerfield. 


B. The building of one school unit on the expanding 
Frontier Regional School site to house grades 4-8 for 
the five member towns. 


C. The present Frontier Regional High School building 
with the addition of Hatfield would be used for grades 
9-12. 


D. Or, consideration should be given also to the possible 
use of the present high school as an intermediate 
school grades 4-6 and the building of one new 7-12 
facility.” 


The School Committee voted “that the committee go on 
record as not approving the suggestions of the State Depart- 
ment of Education of the Frontier Regional School District 
expanding to take in Union +38 and Hatfield. It is not in- 
tended that inference be drawn that we do not support re- 
gionalization.” 

Since this vote the State Department of Education has 
provided additional data which prompted the Committee to 
further explore the plans for regionalization. 


CONCLUSION 


It has been said that “the chief support of a democracy 
is an educated people.” We are charged with that great re- 
sponsibility of starting future adults on the road to continued 
education throughout life. It is only through the cooperative 
desire and effort on the part of all concerned—the committee, 
the staff, and citizens—that this can be accomplished, I sin- 
cerely thank all of you for your past cooperation.

Report of the Principal 


Dear Mr. Bennett: 


The past school year has been one of curriculum progress 
and improvement at Frontier. The following offerings were 
updated: Reading, English, and Social Studies — other sec- 
tional areas were changed slightly: Mathematics, Music and 
Industrial Arts. A full-time Reading program is now operable 
to deal with pupils achieving below class levels in grades seven 
and eight. Our listen-learn tapes, Tacomatic Reading ma- 
chines and other materials designed for indvidual approaches 
in this vital quarter, have accomplished much in improving 
the reading and comprehension of these learners. Our achieve- 
ment tests indicate that one-third of sixty problem readers 
were able to return to regular classes from this program. Our 
sequential reading-speech program now extends from grade 
seven through ten, enabling Frontier pupils to have four years 
of study in this skill area. 

After a year of preparation, the new linguistics program 
will be inaugurated this fall in grade seven. Linguistics is the 
study of the phonology, morphology, syntax and semantics of 
our language. It will do much to improve our English classes 
in grammar and literature comprehension. Linguistics, prog- 
ressively, will be moved into all six levels of our school organ- 
ization, 

The new Social Studies curriculum was completed after 
much planning and study during the year by this department. 
A sequential program with Anthropology, Government, Non- 
Western Cultures and American History offered to pupils in 
grades seven through ten was instituted in September of 1967. 
Pupils in grades eleven and twelve had the following electives 
available: Sociology, Psychology, Economics, Political Prob- 
lems, Modern Europe and Case Studies in Geography to round 
out their learning in this subject field. 

In Music, classes were instituted in Music Appreciation 
and Music Theory for learners in senior high grades. These 
offerings provided a much needed balance in a curriculum 
area sorely lacking at Frontier. Unfortunately, the expansion 
of these areas will be restricted by the overall building prob- 
lems. It is hoped that Music and Art may eventually be fused 
into an Humanities Program for our students. With the 
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growth of leisure time and the affluency of the American 
family, a greater knowledge of the cultural aspects of nation 
should be taught in our schools, such as American Architec- 
ture, Sculpture, Painting and Music. 


Modern Mathematics was implemented in another of the 
basic sections of the seventh grade. Only one basic section will 
continue on the traditional program in Mathematics. Four- 
fifths of our pupils are continuing beyond high school in areas 
demanding modern mathematics, thus necessitating a greater 
concentration by the school on this subject. 


In Industrial Arts, our trend has been away from the 
large project to the multi-phase exploratory plan with a series 
of small, practical and theoretical projects. The former offer- 
ings of only woodworking and some metal projects severely 
limited the effectiveness of this program in today’s industrial 
world. The comprehensive school must endeavor to provide 
opportunities for its pupils to explore the multiple areas of 
industry in specific areas. Greater availability of these offer- 
ings to a cross-section of the pupils must be attended in future 
years. The real working world is composed of both male and 
female workers; thus Frontier must endeavor, in the future, 
to acquaint more females with our industrial offerings. 


The Occupational Program is functional with its work- 
study, individualized learning, games and other content areas 
designed for our special learners. Our first pupil completed 
graduation requirements this year. A greater concentration 
must be made in future years to provide for all learners with 
specific skill deficiencies. Our society most certainly cannot 
be one instituted for an intellectual elite only. 


Our school committee has generously funded these many 
areas this past year in an herculean effort to provide an ex- 
ceptional education for Frontier pupils. Space to teach grow- 
ing numbers of learners continues to plague our curriculum 
development. The Department of Education is now advocat- 
ing a per pupil ratio of seventeen to one by the 1970’s plus at 
least fifteen specialists for a school our size. It will require 
additional space to house these educationalists plus our grow- 
ing pupil population, 


Teaching areas are becoming extremely specialized, re- 
quiring a specially trained teacher to handle a subject. The 
generalists in the teaching profession have almost disappeared 
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in favor of the specialists. This is indubitably providing a bet- 
ter trained educator for our pupils but this specialist demands 
specific material to do the proper teaching job. Formerly, just 
a book, paper and pencil was provided each learner. Now this 
has changed to a series of books—a planned experiment in a 
specific area—the use of audio-visual and other learning aids 
in each specialty area. Naturally, the salary for the specialists, 
materials for the course and specialized housing, push educa- 
tional costs upward each year. 

It is rewarding to report that each graduating Frontier 
class has improved in their educational preparation. There is 
an increase in the number of pupils entering four year col- 
leges and a general increase in the total number continuing 
their education beyond high school. The entire achievement 
level of the present eighth grade was in the ninety percentile 
area—a decided up-grade from previous years. This reflects 
on the excellent guidance, teaching and specific background 
preparations of these products of Frontier. When a system 
rests on its laurels, gleefully chortles over the success of its 
program, it often awakens to find itself educationally sub- 
standard. Progress has always been an American byword and 
no public school today remains stationary in its offerings, 
teacher requirements, teaching materials or the use of the 
school plant. It is redundant to sound out specifically the 
pressing building needs prevalent at Frontier. The Depart- 
ment of Education Survey Committee suggested construction 
needs and overall improvements for the future at Frontier. 
Let us now proceed with the tasks necessary to continue our 
program of quality education. 

I would be remiss if I failed to remind the many citizens 
of our district about the exceptional maintenance work done 
by our custodial staff. These devoted, hard-working men con- 
tinue to save us untold hundreds in preventative maintenance. 
Frontier is one of the cleanest and neatest schools in the area 
because of the diligence of these fine workers. This condition 
is always conducive to good education. 

The exceptional work done by our teachers, secretaries, 
cafeteria personnel and School Committee enables my office 
to provide Frontier with a yearly program of good education 
for district pupils. We eagerly await the implementation of 
plans for a better program and plant for Frontier in the im- 
mediate future. The new salary schedule and state study of 
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school needs is a step in the proper direction in continuing 
our educational progress. Let us give our young people the 
needed education to successfully compete in tomorrow’s world. 
Their needs must be our first priority, for certainly it would 
be folly not to continue Frontier’s progress because of individ- 
ual whims and feelings. Can we afford to have a second-rate 
educational system?

Report of the School Nurse 


The following statistics are offered for the school year 
1966-67. 


Vision and hearing tests were given to 708 students. 
Forty-one students failed their vision tests and ten students 
failed their hearing tests. 


There were 162 accidents reported; 67 of these were seen 
by a doctor, 16 were sent to the hospital for X-rays and treat- 
ment, and five students were hospitalized because of their in- 
juries. 


Four hundred and fourteen students were examined by 
Dr. Rice in the seventh, ninth and eleventh grades as well as 
students participating in interscholastic athletics. Ninety- 
four band students were examined by Dr. Rice in prepara- 
tion for their spring trip to Florida. 


Three communicable diseases were reported during the 
school year. 


The number of students checked in the health office for 
the school year totaled 1438. Of this number, 142 students 
were excused home because of respiratory infections, sore 
throats, swollen glands, G. I. infections, communicable dis- 
eases, injuries and emotional problems. 


Dr. Lassek continues to be most cooperative in meeting 
the dental needs of many students. There is still a large num- 
ber of students in need of some kind of dental care. 


The Montoux test for tuberculosis was given to the ninth 
grade and school personnel by the Franklin County Public 
Health Association on March 17, 1967. My sincere thanks and 
appreciation to all who helped with the program. 
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During the summer vacation the health office was 
painted and redecorated by our custodians; my sincere thanks 
and appreciation to these fine men who keep our school in ex- 
cellent repair, and furnish our students with an outstanding 
example of a job well done. 


My sincere thanks to Dr. Rice for his continuing interest 
and ever-available help in the school health program, the fa- 
culty, Mr. McLean, Mr. Bennett and the School Committee for 
their cooperation. 


I would also like to thank Mrs. Ruth Gay and all the 
chaperones for their dedicated, round-the-clock care of the 
band students on their Florida trip, to assure their good 
health, welfare and safe return home. 


An excellent Junior Volunteer Program at Franklin 
County Public Hospital offers the students at Frontier the 
opportunity to gain first-hand knowledge about their commu- 
nity hospital and its functions as well as to learn about the 
various health careers available to young people today. 


Many students have availed themselves of this opportu- 
nity and are busy volunteering many hours of service to help 
their fellowman. They are learning that there is no substitute 
for good health, for proper rest, nourishing food, exercise, 
and freedom from disease and injury. We continue to see these 
necessary factors for health constantly disregarded and syn- 
thetics substituted. An alert, informed student hopefully will 
balance the pros and cons and choose the right road to health.
